took place today. Lord (Republican) 
for governor is undoubtedly elected by a 
large plurality. The entire Republican 
state ticket is probably elected, with the 
possible exception o£ Irwin, superin- 
tendent of schoola. The legislature will 
be very close and the Populists may hold 
the balance of power in the senate, 
though the Republicans claim they will 
have a majority in both houses. Her- 
man (Republican) is returned to con- 
gress from the First district by from 
1000 to 2000 majority.

ifl in the lead in the Second dis- 
trict, but the greater part of the district 
Js cut oft by floods and returns will not 
be received for several days. 


POKTI.ANI>, Or., June 4.—Based on a 


few stuttering returns received up to 
10.30 Lord's (Republican) plurality for 
governor will not fall short of 5000, and 
may reach 10,000. 


L'uitTLAKi), Or., June 4.—Out of 300 


votes counted in this city, Judge Lord, 
Republican, for Governor, received 180. 
If this ratio is maintained throughout 
tlie state, he will have a clear majority 
over all other candidates, and a plural- 
ity of more than 16,000. Tho entire Re- 
publican statR ticket is elected. The 
vote for Ellis, Republican, for concress, 
in the eecond district, is slightly below 
that of governor, but his plurality will 
not be short of 2000. Ilcnuann, Re- 
publican, for congress in the first dis- 
trict, will have at least 1500 plurality.

California Weather Bureau Report 


for Last Week. 


HACHAMENTO, June 4.—Director Bar- 


wiuk of the California Weather Bureau, 
in his crop report for the weekended 
June-Hi) summarizes aa follows: The 
excess of moisture and deficiency in 
temperature and minslnno has been 
very detrimental to hay that was cut 
and cherries that were ripe, but have 
greatly benefited all summer crops, 
pnsttmtgft and late sown grain, which 
plainly allows that the continual damp, 
cloudy weather of the past three weeks 
have been more beneficial to the crops 
of the state than otherwise, and has 
caused wheat and barley to be cut 
for grain that would otherwise have 
been cut for hay. Sunshine, warmth 
and drying winds are now badly needed 
over all portions of the state, or else "

"tariff protection" we can obtain.

been done up to date. I have thought 
that tho postmaelers throughout the

country iiostullico is the idaco where 
people go, und ti ten-pound bug for four 
bits, or a cartoon for six bits, would be 
miro to attract ntleiiltoii.

This year, by 
using a fifty-pound box anil cheaper 
material, 1 will do it for % cent per 
pound all round. Of course, you get no 
chromo with the "vineyard layers," 
but you got clusters, layers and hunches 
just as they como from the sweat box, 
just as the thrifty housewife wants 
them. All grocers who havo examined 
this pack approve of it as just what 
they have wanted. All packers and 
commisBlon men havo condemned it BO 
far. It appears to me that I have struck 
something that will bo a great saving to 
tho grower and prove a great conveni- 
ence to the consumer. Such as it is, I 
freely offer it to such uf my fellow grow- 
ers as arc not afraid to cut loose from 
present methods, where, after deducting 
freight that has to bo paid in any case, 
the grower only gets a little less than 
half what the raisins sell for in the east. 
1 can show this by an account sales of a 
lot consigned by iho to one of the largest 
packers here.

stein & Co. has kindly offered to show 
this pack to any grower interested, HO I 
havo furnished him with a box of each 
with tho details of expense on thocover, 
and will he glad to hear from any one 
who requires further information, or 
can suggest any improvement tending 
to either cheapness or convenience. If 
wo can hoar through the peas from 
others who have been working in the 
same direction we may yet save our- 
selves in spite of the hungry crowd that 
are enriching themselves at our ex- 
pense.

The Fifth Ward to Be Transferred 


to the Third District. 


It waa freely rumored among the poli- 


ticians yesterday that a bold effort is to 
be made to prevent the election of a Re- 
publican in the First eupervisoral dis- 
trict bv withdrawing the ninth and 
tenth urecincta of the Fifth ward and 
placing them in the Third district. The 
petition which eeeks to accomplish this 
lias not yet been presented to the board 
of supervisors, but, is beiug circulated 
for signatures in certain quarters 


The Fifth ward gave a majority for the 
, 


Republicans at the last election, and it 
is believed this majority has been in- 
creased since then. Whether ita trans- 
fer to Wickershain'a district would af- 
fect the Republicans to the point of 
defeat is by no means certain. It is cer- 
tain, however, that such a step if carried 
out would be political jobbery of the 
rankest kind. 
The transfer would also move Joseph 


Spinney, the Populist nominee fur su- 
pervisor from that district, out of his 
district. Spinney has already declared 
that if anything of this kind is done he 
will move hack into the First district and 
make bis residence there, thus circum- 
venting the gerrymandered. 


It is claimed by the friends of C. W. 
Garrett, candidate for the Republican 
nomination for supervisorfromthc first. 
that bis chances would sailer more 
than those of any other candidate by 
the 
transfer. 
He claims the sis: 


delegates elected in the Fifth ward and 
six more in the country, making twelve 
out of nineteen. If the Fifth ward were 
withdrawn, his strength would be de- 
creased by six votes. 


Other candidates dispute Garrett'e es- 


timate of bis strength, however. Among 
tiie Republicans who are candidates for 
supervisor from the First district are H. 
Madeen ami W. B. Banister of Central 
colony, I. Tielman of Madiaou and S. B. 
Bresee of Fresno. 
II the scheme is carried out it will he 


done by the votes of Letcher, Haylc and 
Butler, Democrats, and Foster, an old- 
time Democrat, who has been acting 
with the Populieta.
